TABLE OF SPECIFIC DUTIES. 


WHEREAS it is expedient to enact a Customs Tariff, 
showing the duties in tabular form, to provide a revenue to- 
wards the support of the Government of these Islands: 


Be it, therefore, enacted by the Governor, Legislative, 
Council and Assembly of the Bermudas or Somers Islands 
as follows :— 


1. In this Act:— 


(1) The word “Empire” means the British Empire, 
the word “British” means of or appertaining to 
the British Empire, and the expression “British 
Empire”, wherever so referred to, means the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland, the Dominions, India, Burma, the terri- 
tories administered by His Majesty’s Govern- 
ments in the Dominions under Mandate or 
otherwise, the British Colonies, the British 
Protectorates and protected States, and the 
Mandated Territories of Tanganyika, the Cam- 
eroons under British Mandate and Togoland 
under British Mandate. 


(2) the word “goods” means and includes all kinds 
of goods, wares, merchandise and live stock. 


(3) with respect to the liquors mentioned in part D 
of Class 2 of Schedule I to this Act,— 


(a) the expression “proof gallon” means a 
gallon of proof spirit; and where duty is 
expressed to be payable upon any liquor by 
the proof gallon, that duty is payable upon 
the maximum number of proof gallons 
which the alcohol contained in the liquor 
when mixed with water is capable of 
forming; 


(b) for the purposes of the preceding paragraph 
the expression “proof” means the strength 
of proof as ascertained by Syke’s hydro- 
meter, and the expression “proof spirit” 
means that mixture of alcohol and distilled 
water which at a temperature of 51° by 
Fahrenheit’s thermometer weighs exactly 
twelve thirteenth parts of an equal measure 
of distilled water at the same temperature. 
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2. On goods imported into these Islands or taken out of 
bond from any bonding warehouse in these Islands there shall 
be levied, collected and paid such duties, if any, as are specified 
in Schedule I hereto. 


3. On goods taken out of bond or otherwise exported or 
transhipped or shipped as ships’ stores there shall be levied, 
collected and paid such duties, if any, as are specified in 
Schedule II hereto. 


4. The goods enumerated in Schedule III hereto shall 
not be subject to refund or drawback of duty. 


5. In every case where a percentage of surtax is shewn 
in Schedule I, a surtax or additional duty shall be payable, at 
the rate specified in each case, on the amount of duties 
otherwise payable under the headings ‘Specific’ and/or 
‘‘Ad valorem.” 


6. In every case where a percentage of super-surtax is 
shewn in Schedule I, a super-surtax or additional duty shall 
be payable, at the rate specified in each case, on the amount 
of duties otherwise payable under the headings “Specific” 
and/or “Ad valorem” and/or “Surtax’’. 


7. The said import duties shall be paid by the importer 
or consignee of the goods to the Colonial Treasurer or othe 
proper officer of the Revenue Department and the said export 
duties shall be paid at the time the export entry, or tranship- 
ment entry, as the case may be, is presented to the Colonial 
Treasurer or other proper officer of the Revenue Department, 
to the use of His Majesty, his heirs and successors, for and to- 
wards the support of the Government of these Islands to be 
applied to such objects as have been or shall be authorized by 
the Legislature of these Islands. 


8. In every case in which a specific import duty is im- 
posed according to a specified quantity the same shal] be 
deemed to apply in the same proportion to any greater or less 
quantity. 


9. This Act may be amended at any time during the 
present session. 


10. This Act shall come into operation on the first day 
of January, one thousand nine hundred and forty-six and 
shall continue in force until and throughiout the last day of 
December, one thousand nine hundred and forty-six.

The schools enumerated in this list are private schools aided by grants from 
the Colonial Treasury. Eleven of them were attended by white children and con- 
ducted by white teachers. Fifteen were attended by coloured children under 
coloured teachers; the charges range from 6d. a week to about £24 per annum. 


The management of the schools numbered 1—10 is vested in Trustees or 
other governing body, and to these governing bodies the Board of Education makes 
an annual grant under certain conditions. In the case of the schools numbered 
11-26 grants were made to the Teachers and Assistant Teachers direct. 


The general grant from the Colonial Treasury for 1946 was £74,998. 13. 8. 
This grant is administered by a Board of Education composed of the Chairman and 


nine members. The schools are frequently visited and inspected by officers of 
the Department of Education. 


The total expenditure on Education for the year 1946, including the cost of 
administration, scholarships, pensions for teachers, and school buildings, as well as 
the expenditure from the general grant, was £110,392. 14. 11. 


SECONDARY SCHOOLS. 


Six of the schools enumerated in the above list are of a higher grade than the 
ordinary elementary school and teach secondary subjects in the upper classes. These 
schools are the St. George’s Grammar School, Whitney Institute, Bermuda High 
School for Girls, Saltus Grammar School, Warwick Academy, (these five for white 
children), and the Berkeley Institute for coloured boys and girls. 


Pupils from these schools are prepared for the Cambridge Local Examinations, 
a centre for which was established in Bermuda in 1891. 
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Under the provisions of the Will of the late Right Honourable Cecil John 
Rhodes, one annual scholarship ig awarded to students from Bermuda, and in August, 
1905, the Colonial Legislature passed an Act making provision to assist and encour- 
age youths educated in Bermuda to proceed? to educational institutions abroad for 
the purpose of preparing to compete for the scholarships. 

At the end of 1924 the Bermuda (Technical Education) Scholarship Act was 
passed establishing four scholarships tenable for a period of four years at some 


educational institution abroad. 
Under the provisiong of The Bermuca Scholarship for Girls Act, passed in 


March, 1939, six scholarships for girls were esvablished, tenable at approved insti- 
tutions abroad for a period of three years.
